We 
have it on the exper: authority of the Chairman. of Messrs. 
Harrisons and Crosfiell, Limited, “that by the end 
of this year there is lisely to be an accumulation qi from 
35,000 to 40,000 tons over the stucs’ necessary for the worsing of 
the industry, with the possible tendency for this surplus to increase 
rather than diminish during 121. The position, is aggravated and 
rendered more critical by tinancialstringency both in England and 
in America, making it very difficult for those who might wish todo 
5O to Carry inore stock than is necessary for the actual requirements | 
of their business. Such a position was gertainly not. anticipated at 
tho beginning of the year, when the large manufacturers were 
expecting a greatly increased demand, and were even apprehensive 
as to the suthciency of the supply of raw rubber with which to meet 
jt. ‘Tbe causes which have prevented the materialisation of a great 
increase in thy demand vary in different countries. Direc:ly or 
indirectly they all arise ax a result of the war, and from the econs- 
mic disturbances accompanying the transition period through 
which we are passing. [ne financial conditions in the United 
States should becurne easier ay the ,transport situation improves, 
and the strain winch accompanies the hnancing of the harvest 
relaxes. ‘[he adverse European exchanges, being tho result of 
inflated currency and adverse trade balances, will probably take a 
longer period before reaching anything approaching normal 
conditions. Under present conditions the French manufacturer 
buying rubber on the London marke: to-day has lo pay more than 
twice as many francs per Ib, tho Italian has to pay from 3to4 
times as many lire, and the German more than 12 times as many 
marks as they would do if their exchanges were normal Neither 
France nor Italy will take as much as last year, while Russia, 
which the year before. the war took ‘from 19,000 to 15,000 
tons, and Austria, which took 3,000 tons, are still entirely 
out ofthe market. Germany before the war took over 16,000 tons, 
but this year it is estimated she may take about half of that amount. 
Little real improvement in the economic conditions of most of those 
countries can be looked for until their expenditure is reduced to 
correspond with their revenus and the rontinuous inflation of cur- 
rency’ stopped. Tbe political and social conditions must be 
stabilised and their production largely increased, for whick purpose 
credits must be provided as a necessary condition to the restoration 
of the export trade. 4 : 
It is to be feared that no great eXpansion in the demand is to

be looked for immediately. Meanwhile the price of rubber has 
fallen to & figure at which inany estates can only produce ata loss, 
and which is probably little, if at all, above the average cost to the 
whole plantation industry. If this situation is allowed to develop 
farther without interference it will be likely seriously to impair the 
productive efficiency of the industry for the future. This is being 
increasingly recoguised by those connected with the plantation 
industry, and a favourable response to the proposals of the Rubber 
Growers’ Association for the necessary restriction of output af both 
British and Datch plantations, whether controlled in Europe or in 
the East, now appears to be assured. As regards the restriction of 
output of both robber and tea, it is claimed by the industry that 
this is a temporary Measure, and one not taken with a view of in- 
creasing protits, but in order that the industries in question may be 
seved from the continuance of losses which threaten to cripple per- 
 manently, and possibly in many cases ruin, the prodactive pes- 
sibilities of the future. Rightly understood, the action proposed fs 
intended fo preserve and make it possible to increase the production 
“of the future, and is not inconsistent therefore with the generally 
admitted theory that the way ta economical recovery 
-hroughout-the world -lies-in.incressed. production... .. cow

Hongkong's New Institute. 

The meeting held last night for 
the purposa of giving conaidera- 
tion to the question of erecting & 


big European YMCA. institute 


in Hongkong can be. tegarded as 
ong-of-the most - satisfactory 
gatherings ever hald. in the 
Colony. It was thoroughly re- 
presentative af tha naval, military 
and civilian seccians of the com- 
munity, and there was evident a 
feeling of co-operation and 
iability which augura well for 
carrying out of the 
outlined, We have 
eommented, vpon the 
which auch an institu 
tian will serve, and wa were glad 
to see thas there Was a unanimaus 
jecling at last night’s public 
meating of the desirabiht ofsuch 
a social centre. There was 3ome 
discussion as to the name of the 
proposed building, bur we think 
that after due reflection it will be 
conceded that the Y.M.CA,, 
which is willing ta give expart 
vice in the running of the 
institutian, should be clearly 
associated with it. There are 
many peaple who are projndiced 
against the YMCA. thinking it 
a milk-and-waters kind of bods, 
but those who are acquainted 
with what it has done in the 
realm of physical and meatal 
recreation, especially during the 
war know that these — beliafs 
ate wholly unwarranted. The 
YUMLC.A. does nat operate on the 
lines of pushing religion down 
peaple’s throats. It realises: that 
there is a call far the provision 
social and recreative centres, 
quite distinct from 
activity, and it is prepared to rap 
such centres with men who Know 
and understand men’s needs. It 
js a temperance organisation, ad- 
mittedly, but far thase who ate 
nor teetotallers there will be, 
acdjac to this proposed naw 
YALCLA. ‘building, 4 naval 
insiiure run on canteen 
lines. which will be — solels 
Navy.

THE FATE OF AUSTRIA. 


Grave Financial. Position. 
. London, December 1. 

One of the most important issues to be decided at the Con- 
ferences this week between Mr. Lioyd George, MvLeygues and 
Signor Sforza is the fate of Austria, whose financial position has 
recently become most critical. threatening its continued existence. 
Vienna newspapers siate that the Reparations Committee 
are of opinion that Austria can be maintained independeotly of 
Gerniany and be reconstructed by an investment of 300 million 
dollars spread over five years. Political and financial circles in 
London favour Governmant participation in such an investment on 
the ground that it is sound insurance against a worse alternative.

Empire cannot again be thrown in the political melting po? without 
great danger of war. Banking and industrial interests are also ~
